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We have again to report a large increase in the number of works in 
competition, which are this year 579 ; 76 more than were submitted in 
1861. 

Part of this increase is in an important stage, drawing from the 
antique, in which we observe with satisfaction a decided advance in the 
perception of form, and less of that mechanically minute and mannered 
execution which we have remarked upon in previous reports. The 
studies of the figure in colour from the life are confined to heads or the 
draped model, to which the more improving study of the nude seems to 
have given way. As in stage 3, outline from casts of ornament, an 
unusually large number of drawings have been submitted, we have 
thought it right to award as many medallions as were given last year, 
though we must remark that as a whole these drawings are not quite so 
refined in style or in execution as they have been on former occasions. 

Among the studies in colour of foliage, fruit, and landscape details 
from nature, we have distinguished some of great merit, both as regards 
truth of imitation and delicacy of execution. As the modes of treatment 
adopted by the students in this stage appear to have been suggested by 
the study of works of a similar kind by eminent artists, we are led to 
observe that the possession by a school of even one drawing of a very 
high class in any stage, exercises an evident influence on the works pro- 
duced in that school. 

With a view to render the competition in this class (14) more equitable, 
we would suggest that studies without back-grounds should form a 
separate section, and that encouragement should be given to elaborate 
studies from the beautiful and intricate combinations of landscape fore- 
ground details. 

In outlines from foliage it is too much the habit of the students to 
select as subjects of study such plants only as are either easily adapted 
to a flat treatment, or are likely to retain their position unchanged. We 
would rather recommend for selection those of the most graceful form of 
growth or beauty of individual details. 

The satisfactory nature of the studies of historic ornament shows the 
advantages conferred on schools of art by the possession of a library of 
reference, while the number and general merit of the works submitted in 
each stage of instruction, seem to promise a succession of students who 
may maintain or advance the character of the schools.
